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BLACK GROUSE 
PLAN IS STUDIED 


Danish 
Expert 
Touring 
U. P. With Ammann , 


Possibilities for the introduction 
of black grouse and caper cailze, 
the latter a European bird resem­ 
bling the wild turkey, are being 
studied 
by 
Ka.j 
Westerskov 
of 
Vejle, Denmark, and Andy Am ­ 
mann of I ansing, game specialist 
of the Michigan Conservation de­ 
partment, on a tour of the Upper 
Peninsula. 
Westerskov came to this coun­ 
try in January, 1947, to work on 
his doctor’s degree in game man­ 
agement at Ohio State university, 
where 
he 
has a 
fellowship to 
make a study of the Hungarian 
partridge in Ohio. 
Game conditions in the Upper 
Peninsula are similar in many re­ 
spects to those in Denmark, Wes­ 
terskov said. 
The 
black 
grouse, 
which 
is 
about the size of the pheasant, is 
to be found scattered throughout 
Europe and Asia. 
Incidentally, 
200 black grouse were planted on 
Grand Island near Munising in 
1904-5-6, but there is no evidence 
of them now. 
The caper cailze, a 
turkey- 
like bird which attains a weight 
as much as 16 pounds, is almost 
as widely distributed in Europe 
as the black grouse. 
Authority On Black Grouse 
To date, most of 
the 
Upper 
Peninsula has been 
studied 
by 
Westskov and Ammann. 
During 
the past weeks, they visited 
the 
western portion 
of 
the 
Upper 
Peninsula. 
This week they will 
go to Seney migratory waterfowl 
refuge and Drummond Island. A 
report on their findings w ill be 
issued later. 
Westerskov has written a book 
on the black grouse. 
He studied 
English eight years 
in 
Danish 
schools and colleges before com­ 
ing to the U. S. 
His home town, 
Vejle, is on the east coast of Ju t­ 
land. 
There is much interest in game 
conservation in Denmark, Wes­ 
terskov 
reported. 
Sportsmen’s 
clubs plant certain plants to feed 
the birds, and engage 
in 
other 
conservation activities* 
Game license fees range from 
40 cents to $4, depending upon 
the areas to be hunted. 
A Dane 
hunting on his own land for deer 
pays the minimum fee. 
There are 
two species of deer in Denmark, 
the roe, a small anima), and the 
red deer, which resembles 
the 
elk. 
About 
20,000 
deer 
were 
killed in Denmark last year. 
No Fee For Fishing 
Danish hunters bag about one 
and a half million waterfowl and 
shore birds annually, about 350,- 
000 
Hungarian 
partridge 
and 
300,000 pheasants. Black 
grouse 
are plentiful in the western part 
of Jutland. 
Public hunting areas are lim it­ 
ed in Denmark, and so hunters 
often must pay for the privilege 
of hunting on farmers’ lands. This 
condition has resulted in the for­ 
mation of clubs, 
which 
acquire 
land for hunting purposes. 
No license fee is charged for 
fishing. Danes prefer the flound­ 
er, herring, codfish, mackerel and 
other seafoods, and fish for trout 
and northern pike only 
for 
the 
sport. 
Deep-sea fishing for tuna 
also is becoming a popular pas­ 
time. 
Westerskov and Ammann visi­ 
ted Escanaba today while enroute 
to Seney.
